, was a time in our world when the 
traditional words of cheer at Christmas 
seemed to ring as true as the Christmas bells. 
It was a time when the beautiful story of the 
Nativity—the star over Bethlehem, the tid- 
ings of great joy, the heavenly host proclaim- 
ing peace on earth—could be read without 
misgivings. 


But THO the story is as beautiful and mean- 
ingful as ever, the time is not the same, nor 
are the temper and spirit of the world. The 
words of cheer have a hollow sound. The 
promise of peace and good will has a note of 
mockery in it. Dark fears abound; instead of 
having faith and hope, many of us, unmoved 
by the moral of Christmas, seem to have 
yielded to the gloomy belief that the human 
race is a mean and dismal. failure. 

This mood, however, does not do justice to 


mankind. There is a simple observation worth 
quoting on this point—a kind of prose-poem, 
a homely but eloquent and profoundly true 
commentary on all of us: 

“Man 


Wonders over the restless sea, 
The flowing water, 

The sight of the sky, 

And forgets that of all wonders 
Man himself 

Is the most wonderful.” 





WriTTEN by St. Augustine in the fifth cen- 
tury, the words were inscribed again in 1939 
on the Hall of Man at the World of Tomor- 
row, New York’s brave, but sad, monument to 
a future that vanished in the shadows of ap- 
proaching war. 

The fair is over and done with. The Hall of 
Man has long since been torn down. But the 
words of St. Augustine, like man _ himself, 
still live on—comforting and inspiring at a 
time when it is easy for the fainthearted to be 
afraid, and for shallow minds to be contemp- 
tuous of humanity. 

Perhaps this contemptuous attitude toward 
mankind does have a measure of superficial 
justification. At the moment, we seem to be 
flubbing everything. Either we stand in awe 
of our own works, atomic and otherwise, or 
we’re depressed with fears that we may be 
powerless to control them. 

Far from having faith in ourselves, we have

been yielding to growing self-distrust, a feel- 
ing of futility. Our frame of mind is not unlike 
what the medieval theologians called the 
deadly sin of acedia—a self-induced torpor of 
the spirit, a tendency to surrender, with some- 
what delicious self-pity, to unseen forces, the 
so-called wave of the future, which—too many 
of us choose to consider too irresistible for our 
finite powers. 

But what are we? What is man? 

Of all things animate and inanimate, we 
are truly the most wonderful, no other crea- 
tures or machine being so magically con- 
trived. Wholly apart from our unique spirit- 
ual attributes, each one of us is a tremendous 
complex in which wonders such as the brain 
—in itself an intricacy of some 10 billion nerve 
cells—are but parts of the miraculous whole. 

The word “‘miraculous” is worth emphasis. 
We are indeed miracles. As such, we should 
not belittle ourselves too much. 

If our works have led to evil, they have led 
to good, too. Nor should we forget that our 
wrongful acts can triumph over us only if we 
let ourselves believe that wrong is an inde- 
pendent force, living apart from us, stronger 
than we, when actually it exists solely because 
we exist and are its creators. 

“Of all wonders, man himself is the most 
wonderful.” 

We do not violate the virtue of humility 
when we remember that. But we do violate 
our God-given gifts when we forget it. Fully 
armed in mind and heart to master our en- 
vironment and direct the course of history, 
we need, rather than to look down on our- 
selves and envy the insects, to get back to a 
proper appreciation of man. 


CONFIDENCE in ourselves, self-respect, un- 
wavering adherence to our aspirations—these 
things we must have in this great and tumul- 
tuous age of man’s own making. Having 
them, searching for new wisdom with them, 
matching man’s vast knowledge with that 
wisdom, we can fashion the future to all of 
our hearts’ reasonable desires. 

The story of Christmas has lost none of its 
force. The moral of Christmas is still sound. 
The promise of Christmas—a better and 
happier world—can be ful- 
filled if we will but rise to vod

lr YOU are going to play Santa to 
a beloved child, not much time re- 
mains to make your selection. Lots of 
thought and care should go into 
these important investments, as 
Junior usually isn’t very happy 
about gifts bought haphazardly at 
the last minute. 

The toy departments will have 
been pretty thoroly ransacked by 
Christmas Eve, and the items that 
remain for your choice are either 
damaged, impractical, or too ex- 
pensive. The supply of toys, altho 
much better than in past years, will 
not be nearly great enough to supply 
the unprecedented demand. 

Going thru the toy department is 
as much fun for the grownup as for 
the youngster—maybe more. But 
this very enthusiasm often leads Pop 
and Mom, Gram and Gramp, or 
doting Aunts and Uncles into the 
selection of something they always 
wanted, which unfortunately may 
not be what Sally and Bill are inter- 
ested in at all. 

Check with other relatives who 
will be buying gifts, to prevent du- 
plications and to make a well-bal- 
anced variety under the tree. 

Each child should have some 
playthings that he can enjoy alone 
and some that provide opportunities 
for group play, some that encourage 
mental development, and some that 
provide healthy outdoor exercise.

W HEN carolers sing “‘all is calm, 
all is bright,” the residents of a cer- 
tain two-block-long street in Sacra- 
mento, California, like to think these 
old familiar words describe their 
neighborhood. 

Begun as a prank in 1938, the La 
Purissima Christmas Club has grown 
to where people come from all over 
the city and from surrounding towns 
to see the club’s outdoor displays 
and to marvel at what 24 families of 
diverse economic, religious, and an- 
cestral background have accom- 
plished in working together... apply- 
ing in their daily lives the Lord’s in- 
junction, “Love Thy Neighbor.” 

Of their club’s humble beginning, 
these families will tell at the drop of 
a Christmas stocking. In 1937, when 
the street, the houses, and the brides 
and grooms were mostly brand new, 
two young people moved in who 
were Silent Decorators. 


A SILENT decorator is like a silent 
drinker, only his vice is wreaths and 
garlands—with an occasional bender 
in the form of a well-tied red oil- 
cloth bow. This couple decorated 
their poor little house up to within 
an inch of its life—garlanded it be- 
yond recognition. They decorated 
the window with two rather anemic- 
looking wisemen and a three-legged 
camel wistfully seeking the Infant 
Jesus. Entered in an outdoor Christ- 
mas tree contest, this pathetic dis- 
play won second prize. 

Upon scanning the lists of contest 
winners, the young couple found two 


other winners on La Purissima Way, 
whom they persuaded to come in 
some night to hoist a few wreaths 
and break open a bottle of luster 
paint. Like Topsy, the Christma 
Club ‘‘just growed” from a few 
lighted windows to a group whos 
really elaborate decorations at 
eagerly awaited each year. 
Except for 1942 and its total black- 
out, every Christmas has found 4 
lighted Noel twinkling on the frosty 
air. Notable effects of the past i= 
cluded the words ‘Merry Xma‘ 
spelled out in red lights, small silver 
trees of uniform size before eat 
house, large lighted wreaths in ea¢t 
window, giant Christmas candles.

There 
aren't too many pups available be- 
cause meat and other dog supplies 
have been scarce. Early selection 


will assure you a better pick, and a 
deposit will reserve your choice until 
gift-giving time.

THERE are several plac es to geta 
grand puppy. You may find him or 
her in a pet shop; you may be able 
toget one from a friend whose female 
has just come thru with a bouncing 
litter; or you may buy from a breed- 
er who specializes in registered top 
SLOCK 


In any event, make sure you are 


getting a sound, healthy animal. If 
you go to a pet shop, be especially 
critical. Some pet shops observe 


strict rules of sanitation and hold 
down germs and parasites with fre- 
quent sprayings of insecticides—at 
the same time being careful to ac- 
cept no dogs from questionable out- 
Side sources. Some, however, are 
concerned only with selling a lot of 
dogs for a lot of profit. 

Don’t ever buy a dog impetu- 
ously. Rather, be hard-boiled. Make 


sure the pup hasn’t a runny nose, or 
Watery eyes. If he sits dolefully in a 
Corner while his mates frolic all over 
the place, watch out! Many a sick 


Puppy has found a home more 
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quickly than his healthier brothers 
and sisters just because he has an 
appealing, pathetic look about him. 

If possible, take a dog’s tempera- 
ture; 101 to 102 degrees is “‘normal”’ 
for a dog. Anything over 102 is cause 
for suspicion. The attendant in a 
reputable shop will gladly do this 
for you. 

The teeth should be firm and 
white, the gums pink, the inside of 
the ears smooth and free from in- 
flammation. Test the pup’s hearing 
by clapping your hands, or singing, 
or snapping your fingers. Some pups 
are born deaf. 


- 
Youre making the best start by 
choosing a bright, friendly, active 
puppy who is wide-awake, takes an 
interest in his surroundings, snuggles 
in your arms, or tries to chew the 
buttons off your coat. 

And don’t be prejudiced against 
a female. One sex is as lovable and 
personable a companion as the other. 
Rumor to the contrary, a female is 
not more intelligent than her litter 
brother. As to loyalty, there isn’t a 
grain of truth in the chestnut about 
a female staying closer to the hearth- 
stone than the male. A well-cared- 
for and well-loved dog, male or fe- 
male, isn’t going to desert its home 

-ever. 

Find out if the puppy has been 
wormed. Many young dogs have a

parasites. They’re easily eliminated. 
Ask if the dog has been inoculated 
against distemper. If he’s a very 
young puppy, of course he hasn’t re- 
ceived this preventative, but it 
should be administered at 3 months 
of age or over. If you like the puppy, 
and he appears healthy and normal, 
buy him and have the ceremony 
performed by a veterinarian. 


“ 
Examine the dog for fleas by 
looking at his stomach. These fast- 
moving pests can be readily ob- 
served, racing thru the dog’s hair. 
The presence of one or two is par- 
donable. Later treatment can elim- 
inate them. But if you find dozens, 
pass up the dog and go to another 
place to make your selection. Also 
look for lice. These are found on a 
puppy’s face, behind tae ears, under 
the forelegs—and they’re hard to 
discern. They're nasty, yellowish- 
gray little things that cling to the 
skin and make life unbearable for 
the dog and are hard to get rid cf, 
too. If you find them, bow out end 
buy your dog elsewhere. You are in 
a dirty place where any and every 
kind of germs may be lurking. 

If you really want to do the thing 
right, it’s a good idea to take a vet- 
erinarian along when you buy a 
pup. The small fee involved for his 
services will repay itself many times 
over in your dog’s later life—and in 
your ultimate satisfaction. 

If you buy a pup of top breeding 
from a kennel which specializes in 
better dogs, be sure you receive a 
certificate, signed by the owners of 
the sire and dam, stating that the 
litter has been duly registered. This 
entitles you to make application for 
an Official registration of your dog, 
along with the name you _ have 
chosen. Should you ever want to 
breed your dog later on, this cer- 
tificate and its number is necessary 
to the owner of the other dog. 


A\¢ HEN taking your puppy home, 
or to the place where you are making 
the gift, it’s a good idea to put him 
in a ventilated box. Young dogs are 
notoriously susceptible to car-sick- 
ness. Such a box will prevent a dis- 
tressing accident on the upholstery 
of your car. 

Now, here’s a caution or two. Use 
a little judgment in selecting a gift 
pup. If you’re giving it to folks who 
live in a two- or three-room apart- 
ment, don’t pick out a St. Bernard 
or a Great Dane. Such a puppy will 
soon blossom out to the size of a 
pony—and his masters will have to 
eat their meals on the front lawn if 
the dog stands up or stretches. 

On the other hand, if the family 
has a swashbuckling, active young- 
ster or two, don’t impose a Chihua- 
hua or Pekingese. These smaller 
breeds are notably timid and retiring 
and they are not quite the type to 
stand up to the rough play and 
rambunctious conduct of such young 
masters. Moreover, parents gener- 
ally look for the protective element 
in a can: ‘e companion for their off- 
spring. I te dog of their hopes should 
be big enough to afford some meas-

ure of such protection, besides being 
a playmate. 


How much to spend? Well, jn 
buying dogs, as well as anything 
else, one gets just about what one 
pays for. Pay anything you think jg 
fair to get a healthy, truly repre. 
sentative dog, remembering thai yoy 
are acquiring ownership of a living 
investment that is expected to pay 
dividends of pleasure, companion. 
ship, and faithful ser ice for a decade 
or more. 

A caution on the age of the puppy 
you buy. We have heard of un. 
scrupulous dealers selling pups as 
young as 3 weeks because the de. 
mand is high and prices are good at 
Christmas. In such sales, it is ob. 
vious that the dollar is placed above 
good, sound sense and fair play. A 
puppy needs the companionship 
and milk of its mother for at least 6 
weeks, should be at least 2 months 
old before being sold. 

But don’t buy a grown dog. It’sa 
lot more fun to watch a pup develop 
day after day, to say nothing of see- 
ing mutual affections ripen from the 
virtual beginning of the puppy's 
life. A_puppy is pliable and adapt. 
able in temperament, whereas a 
grown dog, because of previous 
teaching and environment, may 
have fixed ideas of what his place in 


a household should be. 


One expert claims a grown dog 
never gets over his first love and 
remains loyal all his life to the first 
master. [t may even be difficult, he 
adds, to win such a dog’s affection. 
The dog may pretend to like a new 
master, while secretly making un- 
favorable comparisons with _ the 
former one. Who knows? 

We withhold comment on these 
extravagant-sounding contentions. 
Nevertheless, our vote goes for a 
puppy, against the older dog. 

Now for the most important 
caution of all. Be sure your gift will 
find a really wholesome, sincere wel- 
come. Nothing is quite so pathetic 
for everyone, including the pup, as 
to enter a home where ill-treatment, 
neglect or even dislike is to be the 
lot of an innocent dog. Some people 
don’t care for dogs—which is their 
privilege. But don’t make the de- 
plorable blunder of forcing a puppy 
on such a home. 

There are ways to determine these 
things in advance—such as semi- 
serious remarks on the order of 
“What you need in this house is a 
nice dog,” or, “Someday you ought 
to own a fine dog,” or “There's 
nothing like a dog to grow up with 
children.”” And so on. 

But however you go about it— 
make sure your mein 2 W 
be a happy addition to the house- 
hold where he is to be an accepted 
citizen. Be certain your gift will be 
as welcome as the traditional flowers 
in May—that the little fellow will 
get the breaks he’s entitled to in love, 
good care, and nourishing food. 

Then your gift puppy will make 
everybody happy—including you; 
his masters, and himself.

ly THE window of a gift shop in St. 
Petersburg, a provocative little rhyme aims 
this sly bit of psychology at window-shop- 
pers:

Such gifts may be evanescent as a smile, 
or as expensively tangible as the modern 
building which the curmudgeonous Horace 
V. Bogardus finally deeded to the nuns in 
“The Bells of St. Mary’s.” But the rewards 
to the giver are real beyond calculation. 

As every movie-goer knows by now, in the 
case of Horace V. Bogardus, his personal 
woes dissolved into mist when he learned to 
do kind deeds for others. 

One unique formula for such successful 
living was passed al@ag to me during my 
student days by a pregpinent New York 
surgeon, whose prescriptin for human hap- 
piness was summed up: 

“Stop standing in the way of your gen- 
erous impulses!” 

This formula he based upon the deeply 
rooted conviction that the average indi- 
vidual would really much rather live by the 
rule of loving his neighbor than by cutting 
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his throat—man-made catastrophes not- 
withstanding. Also that an _ individual’s 
chances of personal happiness are far greater 
when ki stops fighting these better impulses 
and gives them free rein. 

I was introduced to this philosophy in a 
characteristic way. I just happened to be the 
guinea pig who crossed the doctor’s path 
when he was not standing in the way of a 
generous impulse. 

The doctor, whose high reputation was 
exceeded only by his fees, had treated me for 
a minor condition. I had never seen him 
before and cheerfully hoped never to see him 
again. When his secretary announced there 
would be no bill, I was—to use an under- 
statement—flabbergasted. Back into the doc- 
tor’s office I flew to express my amazement. 

““You’re surprised,” he chuckled, “‘but you 
needn’t be. I do these things once in a while. 
Just a little whim of mine. You’re a student 
—I was a student once myself—it’s a lovely 
spring day—it all adds up to a good mood. 
Go out and splurge on some books.” 

But because I was still puzzled, he finally 
elaborated his fascinating philosophy. 

‘Most people,”’ he said, “‘are too fenced-in 
by convention, false pride, timidity, to carry 
thru the simple, friendly—often no more 
than courteous—gestures dictated by their 
less-formal and more-benevolent selves. 
Ruthlessly they repress these pleasant im-

In the process 
they not only dwarf and maim their own 
personalities, but add no touch of warmth 
to the lives of others. 

“In my own case,”’ the doctor concluded,

HEATING your home is one of those negative items in your budget. You have 
to pay money just to stay comfortable. A method of getting more comfort for 
your money has come along. It’s called radiant heating. Here is the story: 

HEAT FLOWS from a warm object to a cooler one. It travels in three ways.

Theoretically, heat control presents problems. In a system including gallons of 


water, tons of concrete, and hundreds of feet of pipe, the heat supply may lag 
behind the call from an ordinary thermostat. In practice, such thermostats seem 
satisfactory. Heat control can be improved by basing it on outdoor temperature. 


As a balancing advantage, zone control works well with radiant heating. You can 
easily have 70° in your living room, awl 65° in work areas, ney and 
50° in sleeping areas.

More Power _ OurFireplace Made Us Bur

Ricumonp, Virginia, is far enough north that we need a 
furnace fire in the winter. But it’s far enough south so that a fire 
in the fireplace takes the morning chill out of the house in 
spring and fall. 

Our fireplace, unfortunately, was only a little more than one 
brick deep—much too shallow for real logs. We were forced to 
use gas logs instead. A high, awkward mantel and tapestry 
brickwork threw the entire room out of good proportion. 

Finally we had both fireplace and mantel torn out. We had 
Richard Harrison to do the new brickwork. By using very thin 
mortar lines, typical of colonial workmanship, he succeeded in 
complementing our colonial period furniture. 

A new mantel capped the effect. Our neighbor, Carleton 
Wirt, built it, detailing it after the Georgian mantels found in 
many old Virginia homes. 

The change has brightened the room immensely. The cost, 
complete with new firebrick and a fireplace deep enough to burn 
wood, was $75. ( Formore about problem fireplaces, see page 122.)

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Mrs. Beall sends Santa off to work wearing flowers every day in his 
“off” season. In four years they'll celebrate their golden wedding 


most of them handmade. ‘They 
aren’t prizewinning designs,” he 
says, ‘“‘but it’s the ove that’s put into 
them!” 

Many children thank him for 
presents he brought the year before. 
“IT loved those green slippers, Santa. 
They made me enjoy my feet twice 
as much!” 


ALrHo Beall was a boy better 
than half a century ago, when he 
climbs into his red velvet Santa suit 
he enters again the magic land of 
childhood. He recalls tiny Iowa 
schoolhouses, fish leaping from sum- 
mer streams, learning to milk at a 
neighbor’s farm, and red-letter days 
when there was sorghum to spread 
on crusty, hot, loaf bread. He lives 
again the times he helped hitch his 
father’s team to an open sleigh to 
drive down white winter roads, stop- 
ping sometimes to watch jack rab- 
bits scampering on the snow. 

In those faraway days, Beall re- 
members, you thought more about 
gifts for others, instead of wondering 
what they would give you. As a boy 
of 14, he sawed 10 cords of wood to 
buy his mother a hanging lamp that 
cost $5. 


One Christmas, celebrated with 
the rest of the congregation in the 
church where his father was minis- 
ter, taught him to be generous to 
others and not worry about himself. 
At the last moment, afraid there 
would be nothing for Leonidas be- 
neath the tree, he bought an auto- 
graph album and furtively tucked it 
amid the other presents. On Christ- 
mas morning he found an abundant 
stack of gifts bearing his name. He 
was a little sheepish when he picked 
up his self-sent contribution. 
That was long ago, but it became 
the cornerstone of Beall’s philosophy 
of Christmas—that the joy of Christ- 
mas is the joy of giving to others. 


He takes the opportunity during 
his eight weeks every year as Santa 
Claus to teach youngsters a bit of the 
Golden Rule he learned at the foot of 
the Methodist Christmas tree. He 
always asks what present a child 
wants Santa to bring brothers, sis- 
ters, parents, and friends. 

Beall thinks parents should teach 
children the happiness that comes 
from planning for others. Early in 
December, Mommy should whisper, 
‘““Let’s you and I go downtown and 
pick out a present to give Daddy.” 
Daddy should draw Junior aside and 
say, ““We’ll choose something for 
Mommy and when Santa Claus 
comes he can put it on the tree from 
both of us.” “From bof of us!”’ will 
echo delightedly, and from then on 
the shared secrets and package 
wrapping and excitement of the sea- 
son are treasures a child will look 
back on and cherish all his life. 


A YOUNGSTER can remember a 
long list of relatives and friends with- 
out raiding his piggy bank or allow- 
ance. Beall suggests “shopping with 
scissors.” Randy can select a bright 
new auto for Uncle Joe and a two- 
story house for Aunt Betty, both 
chosen after hours of searching thru 
magazines for just the right thing. 
Lovingly cut out, pasted on card- 
board and slipped into red and green 
envelopes they’ll bring just as much 
pleasure as the real thing—and the 
children will be so busy thinking of 
others they won’t have time to ask, 
‘‘What is Santa going to bring me?” 

If, surrounded by the wonders of a 
modern toy department, a child asks 
for too much, Santa says, ““Do you 
think you really need all of those 
things?” If he insists, Santa asks, 
‘What about all the other little boys 
in the world? They want presents, 
too, and my helpers are very busy. 
I’m not sure they'll have time to 
make so many things for just one.” 
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Painting outdoor scenes is another 
of Mrs. Beall’s hobbies. Friendly 
birds eat from her hand, three squir- 
rels nestle in her lap at mealtime 


This appeal to the child’s better 
nature is nearly always successful. 
The hardest thing Beall has to do 
is to pare the modest list of a child 
whose parents can obviously give 
very little. A hundred times he has 
had to deny the impulse to reach 
into his own pocket, or to stride over 
to a toy counter and sweep it clean 
for a threadbare little boy or girl. 
One experience was too much. 


On FRIDAY of a Christmas week 
end, a blue-eyed little girl wandered 
into the toy department; her mother 
was shopping in another part of the 
store. She wanted nothing for her- 
self, but asked for a handkerchief 
for her mother. 

‘““Ah-ha,” said Santa, with a fatal 
cheerfulness in his voice, “but what 
about your Daddy? Aren’t you going 
to give poor Daddy anything for 
Christmas?” 

The child’s eyes filled with tears. 
“My Daddy,” she said, “is in 
Heaven.” 

Beall quietly asked her to wait for 
him, climbed down from his throne, 
and went to buy some handkerchiefs 
himself. But when the floor manager 
heard the story, he brought out a 
dozen of the finest in the store, re- 
fusing to take a cent for them. 

To the left of Santa’s throne, for 
the benefit of tongue-tied moppets, 
squats a huge mailbox which is 
hlled several times daily. Some are 
written on fine-quality initialed sta- 
tionery, others spelled out on used 
Wrapping paper. A goodly portion 
arrive via air mail envelopes and 
consist merely of pencil drawings of 
coveted toys. 


SoME written requests are made 
modestly: ‘‘I would like the follow- 
ing—if you can get them,” and 
“.. . some things for my dolls— 
dresses, slips, bonnets, pajamas, 
shoes, bathrobes, socks, and coats. I 
don’t mean to ask for too much but 
my babies need clothes very badly.” 

The war brought letters bristling 
with pleas for guns, ships, tanks, and 
airplanes. Beall expects appeals for 
atom bombs this year. One tyke be- 
gan her list with “‘a pear of slippers,” 
and ended it “and anything you 
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Tho six-point buck in dining room 
never cantered on a “roof-top,” he’s 
a “reindeer” to Tressa Jean. Actual- 
ly, he’s a gift from Beall’s son-in-law 


think I might like.”’ Little Beverly’s 
letter said, “I have been good all 
year. My brother John has been 
good, too. I have been eating my 
breakfast, lunch, and dinner well, 
and I go to sleep good. I play nicely 
and don’t bother my Mommy.” 

A favorite in Santa’s collections 
reads, “I want you to send me a 
necklace. It will be for my mother. 
I want it to have E.V.N. on it and I 
want it to be a heart.” Apparently, 
one of his petitioners had him mixed 
up with his prayers. He wrote, ‘Dear 
Santa: Give me this day an electric 
train.” 

Between Christmases, Beall is em- 
ployed by Woodward and Loth- 
rop in the central wrapping station. 
His fellow workers call him “Santa” 
the year round; half of them know 
him by no other name. This some- 
times causes embarrassment when 
there are children about. “Santa” 
always explains to questioners that 
he is on a pre-Christmas toy inspec- 
tion tour. One small opportunist 
promised Santa in mid-July that he 
would go to bed early on Christmas 
Eve. 


Srore memoranda are likely to 
read: “Fur Storage, Millinery De- 
partment, Santa.” If you telephone 
him at work and ask for ‘‘Mr Beall,” 
the operator is apt to say, “Spell it, 
please.” But just ask for “Santa,” 
and you’re connected immediately. 
It’s worth while to call him, too, just 
to hear his sleigh-bell laugh over the 
wire. Even his name has the Christ- 
mas spirit, for in it the “‘a” is silent, 
and it rings out “Bell!” 

In the store cafeteria, his popu- 
larity is evident. An Irishman ribs 
him, “Just heard we’re going to put 
you in a green suit next year.’’ Some- 
one else urges, “Try some of this 
pie—you’ve got to keep your Santa 
Claus figure.” Beall weighs just 
under 225 and maintains his plum- 
pudding profile by eating three des- 
serts every noon. “Can’t disappoint 
my public,” he twinkles, as he tucks 
his napkin under his chin and downs 
doughnuts and cake in quick suc- 
cession. 

His wallet is invariably stuffed 
with Christmas items—a child’s let-

ter written from a hospital cot, a pic- 
ture of a neighbor’s little boy with a 
Christmas toy, a newspaper clipping 
headed, ‘‘Santa Speaks,” the result, 
he explains, of an interview granted 
reporters from St. Patrick’s Acad- 
emy’s “The Shamrock.” 


Last December Mrs. Beall filled 
gay baskets of candy and nuts for the 
neighborhood children. When Santa 
brought his costume home they 
filled his pack and made a surprise 
visit next door. “I stopped down the 
street,” he boomed, pointing to his 
own house, “but couldn’t find any 
children there. Know where I can 
find some to match these presents?” 

“It’s Santy, it’s Santy,” cried 
Sammy, and ran to spread the mar- 
velous news. 

Woodward and Lothrop insists on 
keeping Santa traditional—no non- 
sense about helicopter or airplane 
arrivals. Advertising may never 
show St. Nicholas driving anything 
but a sleigh or entering a home any 
way but down a chimney. 

Each year the store must decide 
on its gift to the children. Last year 
Santa gave out 30,000 brightly col- 
ored books of carols, using four pairs 
of white gloves a day in the process. 
As soon as snow begins to fly, there 
come anticipatory telephone calls. 
“When will Santa be on hand?” 


Tree weeks before Santa is to 
appear, display manager Leroy 
Herndon sets a crew of two carpen- 
ters, two painters, an electrician, 
and an artist to preparing the festive 
setting. Santa must be on a platform 
in full view of his audience, yet steps 
must not be steep, lest some excited 
child back away and take home a 
cracked head for Christmas. 

Last year Santa’s throne was 
small, ‘to match the shortage of 
merchandise,” sighs William Kra- 
pick, toy department head. This 
year Santa will preside in a royal 
chair designed to represent a fir tree 
with spreading branches. 


Josrru MENDEZ, fiery super- 
visor of the men’s tailoring depart- 
ment, designs Santa’s suit himself 
and allows no scissors but his own to 
cut the pattern. He uses nine yards, 
single width, of crimson velvet and 
trims it with six yards of four-inch 
snowy-white rabbit fur. It takes two 
and a half days to make the jacket 
and knickers, and a week to stitch 
the fur on painstakingly by hand. 
Red-covered buttons, nonfunctional 
but decorative, are spaced to suit 
Mendez on the white fur. 

Children who come of Christmas 
age this year are lucky, Beall feels. 
Back, in limited quantities, will be 
toys that disappeared four years ago 
because they required war materials. 
This season Santa has miniature 
baby baths of sheet rubber, rubber- 
tired doll carriages, sponge rubber, 
bounceable blocks, metal garden 
tools and construction sets, roller 
skates, and electric stoves on which 
little chefs can actually cook.

As FOR ‘“‘boughten” toys, Santa 
recommends games that teach geo- 
graphy, history, arithmetic. Wagons, 
tricycles and kiddie-cars are good 
for a child’s physical development. 
Mechanical games and chemistry 
sets teach useful skills. Children love 
hymns recorded especially for them, 
and play over and over stories like 
Rumpelstiltskin and Sleeping Beauty. 

“The kind of gifts I like for grown- 
ups,’ Santa continues, “are the ones 
that help folks carry the Christmas 
spirit thru the whole year—season 
tickets to a concert series, plays, or 
football games, or orders to be de- 
livered monthly by a florist. Maga- 
zine subscriptions are really a dozen 
‘Merry Christmases.’ and records 
give pleasure long after the tree has 
been taken down. 

‘“‘We shouldn't let 364 davs go by 
without some evidence of loving and 
kindly thoughts.” He suggests keep- 
ing a friendship diary of wedding 
dates, birthdays, and house-warm- 
ing anniversaries and_ sending 
‘*“Thought-of-You” gifts to make 
Christmas last from December to 
December. 

To parents preparing children for 
their first visit with Santa, Beall 
recommends, 7 he Nicht Before Christ- 
mas, his favorite holiday poem. He 
read it aloud so often before he lost 
his amateur standing that all his 
children know it by heart. His 
daughter used to sit on his lap, the 
book opened before her. When he 
would inadvertently recite right on 
past the page she would remind him 
in distress, “Turn, Papa, turn!” 

‘Plan an ornamented tree, by all 
means,” Santa says, ““but keep it a 
surprise for Christmas morn.” Teach 
older children not to give away holi- 
day secrets. There is no happiness to 
equal that of seeing a little child run 
to a lighted tree, crying, ““Look, my 
doll, my doll! The very doll I 
wanted!”’ or to see Junior ride off 
to conquer the world on the rocking 
horse he hoped for but didn’t really 
expect Santa to bring him. 


For five years before he signed up 
as Santa, Beall was a partial in- 
valid because of heart trouble. If 
anything is the matter with his 
heart now, it’s overdevelopment. 
It almost bursts his copious red cos- 
tume when he hears children laugh 
and sees the ecstasy of Christmas in 
their eyes. 

Altho his 3 score years and 12 
have brought him careers as sales- 
man, schoolteacher, bookkeepper, 
businessman, and better than 30 
years in government work, Beall far 
prefers playing Santa. There is no 
feeling in the world, he says, like the 
one that comes from making chil- 
dren happy. He would not take any- 
thing for the opportunity. He be- 
lieves that children have added years 
to his life. 

When a friend asked him recently 
how long he expected to live, Beall 
winked and reminded him—‘“‘No- 
body shoots Santa Claus!”

Give plants ample sunlight. 

Keep air cool and moist. 

Never let the soil get dry. 

Avoid drafts and escaping gas. 

Keep insects under control. 


Light 


Your plants must obtain most of 


their food by making it in their own 
leaves. Light supplies the energy 
needed to run these leaf factories. 
Even tender leaves can stand direct 


winter sun in the northern half of 


the country. 

If you want a flowering plant to 
brighten a dark place in the house, 
expect to discard the plant after it 
has served the purpose and starva- 
tion has caused the flowers to fade, 
leaves to fall. 


Temperature 

Night temperatures should be 60 
lower. Grandmother 
grew better plants than many of us 
do now because her rooms were cool 
at night. Food made by the leaves 
during the day wasn’t used up rap- 
idly by high night respiration. Plants 
aren't encouraged by a modern air- 
conditioning that keeps the room 
warmer than 60 degrees at night. 
Exception: Poinsettias need warm 
nights, never below 60 degrees. 

Plants near the window glass are 
cooler than those some distance 
away. Plants near a radiator may be 
much hotter than indicated by the 
wall thermometer or thermostat 


setting, 


degrees or 


Humidity 


Leaves lose water continuously to 
the air. Unless the air is moist, large 
amounts of water are lost and must 
be replaced by water absorbed by 
the roots. It is not practical to raise 
the humidity in the house to reach 
the steamy feeling of the tropics, 
ideal humidity condition for many 
plants. Instead, water the plants 
liber illy. 

Set the pot in a saucer of water 
‘or an hour once a day. While the 
plant is in bloom, this will not be 
‘00 often. But never allow surplus 
Water to remain in the saucer longer 
than an hour. Roots that are kept

flooded cannot absorb minerals 
from the soil, and may rot. Soggy, 
wet soil develops the bad odor of 
marsh gas, sure sign your plants are 
being mistreated. 

If you are fortunate enough to 
find glass wicking at your florist or 
seed store, you can make an auto- 
matic waterer. (February Better 
Homes & Gardens, page 134.) 


Drafts and Gas 

Your plants are sure to drop some 
leaves, maybe all, if exposed to 
drafts or escaping cooking gas. 
Drafts chill the plants suddenly, also 
increase the rate at which the leaves 
lose water. Think how fast laundry 
dries on a windy day. 

Plants react to extremely small 
amounts of escaping cooking gas. If 
the burners on your stove are poorly 
adjusted or need cleaning, you may 
be releasing enough unburned gas 
into the air to cause flowers and 
leaves to fall off your plants. Plants 
don’t suffer when you cook with gas, 
only when unburned gas escapes 
into the air. 


Insects 

Tiny green, white, or red insects: 
Pyrethrum or rotenone sprays will 
kill aphids, white flies, and redspi- 
der-mites. Or you can make a spray 
or dip by dissolving 1 teaspoon of 
nicotine sulfate and 2 teaspoons of 
soap powder in 1 quart of warm 
water. Redspider-mites are also easy 
to kill by washing the plants in the 
sink or bathtub with a forceful 
stream of warm water. 

Mealy bugs: Dilute rubbing alcohol 
with equal parts of water, and use a 
small paintbrush to touch each in- 
sect with the solution. Do not spray 
plant with alcohol. 

Young leaves and buds of cyclamen 
twisted and stunted, no insect visible: 
Cyclamen mite is the usual pest, 
especially if the underside of the 
leaves is shiny brown. Control is too 
difficult to be worth the trouble. 
Junk the plant. Many florists now 
treat the soil with a special sodium 
selenate solution, can guarantee 
cyclamens will remain mite-free for 
months.

After blooms fade, cut plant back 
to a 6- to 12-inch stub and store in 
pot in cool, dark place without 
watering, until brought out in April. 


Cyclamen 
Set pot in saucer of water twice 
daily. After last bloom fades, 
gradually reduce watering for a 
month. Then store pot on its 
side in a cool dark place until 
September. 


Azalea 
After blooms fade, keep plants 


warm to encourage new shoot 
and leaf growth. When warm 
weather arrives, plunge pot in 
soil outdoors or set plant per- 
manently as a garden shrub. 


liydrangeas 
In May, cut back one-half, re- 
pot, and set pot outdoors until 
September. 

Climbing roses 
Need all the sunlight available. 


Plants can be moved to garden 
after danger of frost is past. 
Jerusalem cherry 
Unusually sensitive to gas or 
sudden temperature change. 
Cineraria 
Needs lots of water, but roots 
rot quickly if overwatered. 
Primrose 
Keep the leaves dry to avoid 
leaf and crown rot. 
Begonia 
Blooms fall quickly if tempera- 
ture fluctuates. 
Lily 
Buds often won’t open unless 
plant is in direct sunlight. 
Pyracantha

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Ferns plume the hoary arms of 900-year-old Middleton Oak

Firsr-TIMers 

visiting down south 

feel they’re really 

deep in Dixie when 

= they see their first 

moss-hung live oak. 

And while reac- 

tions vary—awe, delight, depression 

—their questions are standard: Why 

“oak”? Why “live”? And is that 
moss good or bad? 

True, live oaks bear little resem- 
blance to oaks of northern forests. 
They're an evergreen, and _ their 
leaves, small, oval, and a satiny dark 
green, twinkle in the sunlight. Their 
vast size is a matter of bulk, rather 
than height. But thru centuries of 
‘‘liveness,”’ the live oak’s trunk takes 
on unbelievable girth. Its ‘graceful 
branches grow to tremendous length. 

Most of the oaks arching ap- 
proaches to the South’s old homes 
were set out a century or more ago. 
Legends, like that of the De Soto 
Oak near Tampa, under which the 
explorer is supposed to have con- 
ferred with the Indians in 1539, are 
many. Tree experts rejuvenating the 
Gebert Oak at New Iberia, Louisi- 
ana, set its age at 150 years. Bellin- 
grath Gardens, near Mobile, boasts 
a tree believed to be 500 years old. 





And at Middleton Gardens, out of 


Charleston, South Carolina, there’s 
a hoary ancient whose age has been 
roughly estimated at nine centuries! 

Spanish moss is by no means pe- 
culiar to the live oak. Its airborne 
seeds cling and grow wherever the 
wind sends them. Nor is it as de- 
pendent as it looks to be upon the 
tree. The air does much to feed it, 
too. But when, as on bayou country 
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roads, you see the dying pines, naked 
except for the sad wisps swinging 
listlessly in the breeze, it is hard to 
feel friendly toward Spanish moss. In 
time, the moss does choke normal 
growth. Better-kept live oaks conse- 
quently have their beards plucked 
and trimmed annually. 

And a well-conditioned, moss- 
draped live oak has not only charm, 
but use. Pause at the semicircular 
white gate that opens onto the wind- 
ing live oak avenue leading to Afton 
Hall, near St. Francisville, Louisi- 
ana, or before the straight-as-a-die 
entrance drive framing your first 
view of some other old plantation. 

Or wander the groves of Avery 
Island, Louisiana, late on a sunny 
afternoon. The silvery beards move 
gently in the breeze, catch the slant- 
ing shafts of sunlight, retreat into 
shadow. They are diaphanous gauze, 
softening the landscape, obliterating 
time—a Hollywood device that sets 
the stage as nothing else could for 
the romantic drama which is one of 
the chief reasons for any visit to the 


Old South.

started to freeze, check for possible 
damage before you set forth. There 
are safety plugs on the side of your 
motor. If the motor freezes, they are 
pushed out first before the motor 
cracks. If they fail to blow out, or if 
the motor really freezes tight, there’s 
a good chance of a cracked engine 
block. Better add more antifreeze. 

Keep your battery well charged. 
It may pay to have the generator set 
to charge at a higher rate. Winter 
driving, with hard starting, the heat- 
er and defroster going, and lights on 
earlier, is hard on batteries. And a 
weak battery is a natural to freeze. 

Let the engine warm up slowly be- 
fore putting the car in gear. Never 
race a cold engine. Let the oil have a 
chance to work before any of the 
moving parts get really hot. It’s im- 
portant to have lighter-weight lubri- 
cants not only in the crankcase, but 
in the transmission and differential. 


National Safety Couneil—Start 
out slowly in the winter to get the 
feel of the road. When the road is 
clear in both directions, try your 
brakes, so you’ll know what to ex- 
pect when you have to use them. 
Tire chains are not a cure-ali for 
winter driving, but they’re a big 
help. It takes two to three times as 
long to stop a car on a slippery as on 
a dry road. Chains can reduce the 
extra distance as much as one-half. 
Keep your windshield clean of 
snow and ice outside, fog and frost 
inside. Get out and scrape if you 
have to. Bad vision is responsible for 
as many accidents as slippery roads. 
Don’t let a seemingly clear road 
make you overconfident. Icy areas 
have a way of lingering on bridges 
and in shaded stretches of the road.

Yes, things are looking up on the 
housing front these days—for the 
gyp and the swindler, the crooked 
contractor, and the repair racketeer. 

For the nation’s house-hunters, its 
homeowners—prospective, new, and 
even established—the picture is not 
so bright. From Atlanta to Oakland 
they trek mournfully into Better 
Business Bureaus, sheriffs’ and coun- 
ty attorneys’ offices, newspapers, 
and federal agencies to tell how their 
dream of a cozy cottage was blasted. 

Sure, some of the swindlers have 
been caught—even sent to prison— 
like Thomas D. Harris, phoney con- 
tractor who was sentenced to from 3 
to 21 years after he took building 
prospects in Cleveland for some $30,- 
000 in down payments. Harris ad- 
vertised that he had homes already 
under construction, accepted de- 
posits ranging up to $1,500 with the 
promise that he would complete 
well-appointed six-room homes “90 
days after starting date.”’ Unfortu- 
nately for his clients, ultimately for 
Harris, the starting date, much less 
completion, never rolled around. 

Bu. -nore often, fears that extor- 
tionist contractors would quit alto- 
gether or levy additional charges in 
retaliation, have kept victims from 
registering complaints. 

Others are up against evaders like 
the Omaha contractor, who, when 
harried by customers who have made 
substantial down payments, starts 
excavating. After a few shovelfuls, 
he feels he has met his part of the 
contract because “‘construction” was 
started within the prescribed 90 days. 

Most of the dreamers would be

America with the best homes 
possible. On the contrary, this 
article shows the importance of 
dealing only with reputable, 
and easily checked concerns. 











checking before they bought, built, 
or made a cash deposit. 

In Los Angeles 100 eager pros- 
pects were saved from the clutches 
of a bankruptcy-bound prefabrica- 
tion concern, against which the 
Better Business Bureau had com- 
plaints from a dozen victims who 
had “inquired” too late. 

Better Business Bureaus and law- 
enforcement agencies may save you 
from losing your money if you in- 
quire first, but once it’s gone, often 
all they can do is prevent others from 
falling into the same trap. Bureau 
managers writhe when complaints 
exceed inquiries, beg you to ‘ 
vestigate before you invest.” 

If you Would find a home without 
losing your shirt, here are a dozen 
rules to follow: 

Deal only with an established, repu- 
table contractor or other agency you can 
check readily with someone you know 
or at a bank. Don’t rely on apparent 
respectability and sincerity or on 
plushiness of an office. The most suc- 
cessful swindlers are the smoothest. 
They'd be in jail if they weren't. 

Smooth, but not quite smooth 
enough were Fred Henderson and 
Jack Moore, whose “gigantic” Bay 
Pacific Company, operated from an 
11-room suite of offices in San Fran- 
cisco and another in Oakland. Bay 
Pacific represented itself as a huge 
corporation that maintained its own 
plumbing, electrical, and other con- 
struction divisions and could obtain 
materials without delay. 


‘in- 


Some $50,000 was extracted from 
15 Bay-area investors whose homes 
were never built. Henderson and 
Moore were found guilty on 10 
counts of grand theft, one of con- 
spiracy. 
Don’t make large cash deposits on 
building materials, prefabricated 
houses, or building contracts. Courts 
in some states have held that money 
thus advanced becomes the property of 
the contractor, absolutely and uncon- 
ditionally. If a down payment is in- 
sisted upon prior to delivery of ma- 
tertal or commencement of construc- 
tion, put it in escrow, to be paid when 
stipulated conditions have been met. 
With no previous experience in 
the construction game, Homer B. 
Adams opened offices in San An- 
tonio, Houston, Dallas, and Fort 
Worth, advertised on the radio and 
in newspapers, and obtained up to 
$4,000 apiece from hundreds of 
Texas veterans, who were told 
Adams & Sons had enough material 
to build several hundred homes 10 
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Back in Business [ Begins on page 48] 


five to six weeks. Finding himself in 
too deep in the heart of Texas, 
Adams paid off some of those who 
hollered the loudest. When the pot 
ran dry, the Bexar County Grand 


Jury voted nine indictments. 


Another who learned the hard 
way was a California veteran who 
paid nearly $1,600 cash to a Pasa- 
dena contractor for materials. When 
his order got to be a month overdue, 
the veteran called the contractor, 
but found the phone had been dis- 
connected. He went to the contrac- 
tor’s office, found it empty, was told 
the contractor had moved to Mon- 
rovia. In Monrovia, no one had 
heard of him. The contractor’s home 
was vacant. The post office had no 
forwarding address. Frantic by now, 
the veteran went to the contractor’s 
lumberyard—no one there. He 
went back four times. 

Finally he wrote the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau of Los Angeles, dis- 
covered they already had a dozen 
complaints against the contractor, 
who now claimed bankruptcy. 


A WOMAN received a “‘refund in 
full” of $30 from the same contrac- 
tor, for a deposit of $50. There was 
a $20 “cancellation charge.” 
When the Los Angeles bureau 
caught up with another contractor 
with 13 different complaints, he 
exclaimed: “‘You say you got com- 
plaints! I’ve got 42 people on my 
neck because I can’t get materials!” 
That’s the stock alibi of procrasti- 
nating contractors. “It’s not my 
fault. I can’t get materials.’” Thou- 
sands of legitimate builders can 
ionestly offer such an excuse. When 
its used by a swindler, it’s hard to 
rove he’s lying. The best defense is 
to go easy on the advance payments. 


Don’t rely on verbal specifications or 
hromises. Put fhem i? roti ind in 
contract.

project, how payments shall be made. 

In Minneapolis a veteran paid 
$150 down for preparation of plans 
under a verbal agreement that the 
money would apply on construction 
fa house. The plans were rejected 
by the lending agency as impracti- 
( ible and overpriced Efforts to ob- 
tain a better set of plans and a re- 
luction in the estimated cost were 
insuccessful. Refund of the $150 
vas refused, even tho architects 
tlued the work done at less than 
$25. The American Legion Com- 


mittee on Protection of Veterans 
rom Rackets got a lawyer, but the 
Case was lost in court, because the 
victim had.agreed to pay $150 for the 
plans, and the rest of the contract 
Was verbal. 


Study the contract carefully. Throw 
In} provisions you don’t want. Get 
quate legal advice before you sign a 
fract, not afte ,. 


Ix OMAHA, curbstone real-estate 
operators hooked buyers with con- 
tracts subject to cash, even tho the 
buyer expected to finance the bal- 
ance with a G.I. loan or a regular 
lirst mortgage. If the prospect ques- 
ttoned this provision, he was assured 
that it merely meant “cash to the 
seller.” But when the loan fell thru, 
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for some reason or other, the victim 
could not recover his down payment 
because the real-estate man had 
written it up as a cash deal. 
Don’t be deceived by a house with an 
attractive exterior, an imposing front 
door, a semblance of insulation, flossy 
lighting or plumbing fixtures. Have an 
architect or other disinterested and 
qualified third party examine it for 
hidden defects in construction. 


INFERIOR construction is hard to 
detect. The jerry-built house may 
look classy on the outside, flashy on 
the inside. 

In a subdivision north of Minne- 
apolis, inspectors found homes set 
on cement blocks laid on the ground, 
with no attempt to get below the 
frost line. Sheathing had been omit- 
ted; roofs sagged; walls were out of 
plumb; chimney flues were too 
small, and two of the houses were too 
close to the street. 

“The roof leaks; the doors sag; 
the lumber is so green we can’t paint 
it; the house shakes when we walk on 
the floors, and it trembles when the 
wind blows,” confided one disil- 
lusioned owner. 

Don’t buy a lot sight unseen, or before 

you've ascertained that promised im- 

provements are installed or definitely 

assured and that building permits can 
be obtained. 

Both Chicago and Cleveland have 
been plagued by exaggerated adver- 
tisements of new subdivisions, with 
glowing descriptions of wholly im- 
aginary improvements. One project 
in Chicago, advertised as a “beauti- 
ful, close-in, south-side suburb”’ with 
“parks, playgrounds, streets, city 
water, schools, churches, and thea- 
ters,” proved upon investigation to 
be open prairie. The only one of the 
“improvements” it boasted was wa- 
ter, which stood several feet deep 
over much of the tract. 


Investicarors found that 
village officials would not even issue 
permits to build in the subdivision 
because the promoters’ plat was not 
accompanied by plans for an ade- 
quate water system, drainage, and 
other improvements, plus accepta- 
ble performance bonds. 

Don’t depend on the person who sold 

you a lot to build you a house unless 

it’s in the contract. 

The real-estate license of a Chi- 
cago firm was suspended this year 
after repeated complaints that it had 
led people to believe that down pay- 
ments on lots purchased were also 
down payments on houses the com- 
pany would build. Purchasers dis- 
covered that there was “nothing in 
the contract” about building. 

A Milwaukee outfit ran this ad: 

“You can own a two- or three- 
bedroom home if you have $175 in 
cash.” 

Investigation revealed the $175 
was nothing more than a down pay- 
ment on an unimproved lot, priced 
between $500 and $1,000. The buy- 
er would still have to make a down 
payment on the house after he fin- 
ished paying for the site. 

The ad was finally changed to: 

“Only $175 will get you started on 
a homesite. You can acquire the bal- 
ance in small [ Turn to next page

| flated price.’’ Others were informed 
the house had been sold, even tho 
advertisements offering it continued. 
Attempts were made to interest pros- 
| pects in other property. The same 
| act has been staged in New York. 
Don’t sign a completion certificate un- 
til the work is completed to your satts- 
faction, regardless of promises or rep- 
resentations made to get you to sign. 
Watch out for crooks like Joseph 
Fargo, whose operations as head of 
the aptly named Jackson Construc- 
tion Company landed him last 
spring in the Jackson (Michigan) 
State Prison after the Better Business 
sureau of Detroit had reported 40 
complaints involving $56,000.

Farco not only failed to build 
after accepting cash deposits, but 
high pressured his victims into sign- 
ing blank F.H.A. notes and comple- 
tion slips, then discounted the notes 
at a finance company to collect the 
entire balance due on the contracts. 
In one case, in which the balance of 
$2,000 was due 45 days after the work 
was satisfactorily completed, three 
months elapsed before a foundation 
trench was dug. No other work was 
ever performed. Early this year, the 
owners received this registered letter 
from the finance company: 

““TInasmuchas your F.H.A. account 
with us is now more than four 
months in arrears we are demanding 
payment in full at this time. The 
balance of the account is $2,171.83, 
and there is a delinquent interest fee 
of $15.95 due.” 

Fargo had submitted to the fi- 
nance company a note and a com- 
pletion slip which supposedly bore 
the signatures of the complainants. 
Without further checking, the fi- 
nance company had paid Fargo off.

Complaints against bogus pre.

West Coast, where dozens of such or- 
ganizations have mushroomed, onl, 
to fade as quickly, leaving a wake 0 
unfilled orders and unreturned de 
posits. Some prefabricated hous: 
delivered in Oakland failed to pas; 
the city’s building inspection, 
Another company founded by tw.) 
brothers in a Los Angeles suburl. 
collected $80,000 in advance for pre- 
fabricated materials, delivered next 
to nothing. When things began to 
get too hot, they took an unsuspect- 
ing veteran into the firm, then disap- 
peared, leaving him to hold the bag. 


ANOTHER California concern, 
up to its neck in complaints over 
nondelivery, continued to advertise: 
“We are waiting for customers who 
want attractive homes in a hurry.” 
Don’t pay rental deposits to persons 
who aren't clearly entitled to rent you 
the property. : 

A merchant marine officer paid 
$42.50 down on an apartment to 
big-hearted Thomas Brennan, jani- 
tor of an apartment house in Boston, 
plus an extra $50 to Brennan for his 
“trouble.” To show his appreciation, 
Brennan let the officer’s wife pick out 
wallpaper. The couple purchased 
$1,000 worth of furniture, and were 
all set to move in when they dis- 
covered the previous tenants had 
never considered leaving. When 
Brennan was being convicted in 
district court, two other victims testi- 
fied they had given him advance 
rentals of $50 and $92.50 for apart- 
ments that were not for rent. 

Not long after the departure of the 
freely enterprising Mr. Henry, a Mr. 
John H. Rowe visited the office of an 
Atlanta real-estate broker, signed a 
purchase contract for a house, and 
gave a check for $500 on a San Fran- 
cisco bank to bind the transaction. 


Tue next day two couples literally 
bumped into each other with their 
belongings on the front steps of the 
house, each ready to move in. Each 
said they had rented the house from 
Mr. Rowe. . Investigation by the 
real-estate men and the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau uncovered at least one 
additional couple that had rented 
the same house. A check with the 
San Francisco bank revealed no 
account listed for John H. Rowe. 

Effective, but recommended only 
as a last resort, was the remedy of a 
San Francisco homemaker who paid 
a rental deposit to a middle-aged 
woman for a house that turned out 
to be occupied. 

A few days after the denouement, 
victim met swindler on a crowded 
bus. In the traditicnal vigilante 
spirit, the former waved an umbrella 
over the swindler’s head and de- 
manded: “‘Lissen, you, are you going 
to give me back my money, or do | 
have to bop you over the bean?” 

She got her money back.

December Garden Guide 


| | tests your garden. Sturdy 
plants, well prepared for winter, should take this 
first cold weather in stride. There are still days 
when you can work outside to complete any un- 
finished jobs. Mulching should be completed as 


soon as possible. And next spring your garden 
activities will be much easier if you take time 
now to collect your equipment and put it into 
condition. This is also a good time to order scarce 
items for next year’s use. 


Things to Do This Month Avervwhere 


Store equipment. Garden tools will not rust if they 
are coated with oil. Rub them with an oily cloth 
before storage. Sickles and scythe blades can be 
sheathed with pieces of old bicycle tires for safety. 

Sprayers should be checked to be sure they are 
empty. Nicotine sulfate, lime sulfur, pyrethrum, and 
many of the oil sprays likely to freeze should be moved 
to a frost-free place. 

Rotenone dusts can be sealed in tight metal cans 
to prevent loss of effectiveness. Liquid sprays in shaker- 


top containers can be protected against evaporation 
by sealing the nail holes with candle drippings. 
Spray materials that have been diluted to spraying 
strength should be discarded. They lose their killing 
power during the winter, regardless of how stored, 


Rebuild seed flats. Plant flats should be checked and 
made ready for spring seed-sowing. Don’t use creosote 
as a wood preservative for flats, stakes, or any wood 
that will be touched by plant roots. [ Turn to page 144 


Things to Do This Month 4r Region 


PACIFIC COAST—By Alfred C. Hottes 


Remember friends in other parts of the country with 
Christmas boxes of berried cotoneaster and firethorn 
branches, eucalyptus and bottletree seeds, and sheaves 
of the decorative grasses that grow so well here. 


Amaryllis bulbs are dormant now and can be planted. 
They can be grown in the open border in our mild 
Coastal regions, or in large pots indoors. Outdoors, 
bulbs should be planted so that the neck is level with 
the ground. Indoors, cover only the lower half of bulb. 


Trees and shrubs, also hardy perennials, can be 
planted now. They will profit by the rains that will 


help establish them better than your artificial water- | 


ings could do. 


Thrips on gladioli are now so common in our area 


that we must spray constantly or plant them in De- 
cember so that the cool growing weather will dis- 
courage the thrips. Thrip injury makes gladioli leaves 
appear grayish and dry. 


SOU TH—By W. Elbridge Freeborn 


Garden clean-up time has arrived. All dead wood 
should be pruned out of trees and shrubs. Annuals are 
dead and should be dug out. Flower and vegetable 
beds are ready to be spaded. 

Plant growth is at its lowest ebb everywhere except 
in the Upper South. Any plant that has entered the 
resting stage can be moved. Dormant spraying can be 
done safely. Grapes and berries can be pruned. Grapes 
won’t bleed when pruned in December. 


Roses need to be sprayed now with lime sulfur at 
winter strength. Soak the ground and the plants 
thoroly to kill all black spot spores wintering on dead 
leaves. In the Ozarks and on the Blue Ridge, it’s time 
to hill up the roses for winter protection. 


Sweetpeas sown in December make the best crop of 
all in the Middle South. Sow the types sold as Spencer 
sweetpeas. In the Lower South, plant only those sold 
as Early Flowering. For best growth, all sweetpea 
seeds should be inoculated with the special bacteria 
your seedsman sells. Pour a teaspoonful of this inoc- 
ulant into the package of seeds and shake the package 
to coat the seeds thoroly. 


Azalea petal blight is easy to control now that we 
have Dithane D-14 and Phygon as sprays. Order 
either of these materials now to be ready when the 
disease starts.

CENTRAL-EAST—By Harcey Bicknell 


Narcissi and tulips that have been stored outdoors in 
pots since mid-September are ready to be brought 
indoors and forced into bloom. If you forgot to pot 
them last fall, you can do it now and get flowers by 
March 1. Pot the bulbs now, sink the pots under 3 
inches of soil outdoors, cover heavily with mulch, and 
leave them there for 10 weeks. Then bring the pots in- 
doors and expose to sunlight and moderate warmth. 


Mulches may be put on this month if you didn’t get 
them on in November. (Page 156, November issue.) 


After trees have lost their leaves, gutters on your 
house should be cleaned to prevent flooding over the 
sides during winter rains. Evergreens and perennials 
below an overflowing gutter can be badly damaged by 
falling icicles, and no plant is safe from rotting if kept 
flooded thru much of the winter. 


Coldframes used to winter pansies and tender pere- 
nials need to be ventilated on sunny winter days or the 
temperature will skyrocket and cause burning of the 
plants.

Quail, pheasants, doves, and 
grackles eat it on the ground. Cardi- 
nals and jays eat it anywhere. Mixed 
with sunflower seeds and peanut 
pieces, it is a mixture to satisfy about 
85 percent of the birds. The rest can 
be cared for by suet or prepared 
suet-seed cake. 

In places where I don’t want the 
sparrows to come, I put out just sun- 
flower seed and peanuts, which they 
don’t bother much if they can get 
the grain. I put the suet cakes by 
themselves. The downy woodpeckers 
are the main customers these days 
of these cakes. 





Dec. 31 Well—here I sit in my study 
at the close of another year. There’s 
a fire burning brightly enough in the 
fireplace. David’s gone to a party. 
Maggie hasn’t finished the supper 
dishes yet. I am smoking my jolly 
old pipe. We are too old to sally 
forth for celebration. 

Oh well, it has been a pretty good 
year, even if I didn’t do anything 
much in December. Methinks I'll 
just stop work, get me a book, and 
enjoy the evening reading. See you 
next year, folks.

Success With African-Vielets 


Collecting is fun. Culture is simple. Con- 
stant bloom is practically certain if you 
follow the 10-point program outlined here 


By Helen Van Pelt Wilson 


White Lady 


Topay, besides innumerable and 
often excellent seedlings of :onantha 
and Blue Boy, there exist some 30 
or so named varieties of African- 
violets (Saintpaulia) to tempt the 


collector. Ruffles is a well-estab- 
lished, but still quite rare, new one. 
I predict it will become extremely 
popular. Its curly leaves, a dark and 
shining olive green, rosy beneath, 
are scalloped and crimped. They are 
considerably reflexed, hanging down 
slightly over the edge of the pot. 
Flowers are a medium lavender. 

The day is also not distant when 
we will all be delighting in doubles. 
If you have the beauteous, purple 
Admiral, or even the species, zonantha, 
you have doubtless noted how often 
seven- and eight-petaled blossoms 
replace the usual five. And I have 
been told of a plant with 12 to 17 
petals. We can also count on more 
two-toned varieties following the 
lead of Red Bicolor. 

Altho flowers have first appeal, 
gradations in leaf color run from the

pale, emerald green with white hairs 
of Blue Boy, and the olive green of 
the species, to the dark green with 
rosy under-veinings of .Admiral. 
There are outright color variations 
in foliage. Blue Girl has a large 
creamy spot at the base of the leaf 
and a tiny spot on each scallop; 
Neptune reveals some slight white 
marking. 


Some leaves are heart-shaped or 
cordate, others are round. One 
group has radiating leaves as thin 
and crisp as_ well-baked wafer 
cookies. Other plants have foliage 
thick and “quilted.” The DuPont 
varieties have round leaves neatly 
““pinked” at the edge. (See sketches.) 
Blue Girl is deeply scalloped. White 
Lady has a leaf stem 1}4 to 2 inches 
long, while that of Blue Girl and 
Blue Boy sometimes is 5 inches. 
Plant form changes somewhat 
with amount of light, but White 
Lady is a bunchy grower. Amethyst 
and Blue Boy make larger plants 
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than Sapphire and Orchid Beauty. 
Plum has thick strong leaves, which 
in maturity droop over the edge of 
the pot. By contrast, Blue Girl is an 
upright plant. It develops a pattern 
of foliage boldly thrust out at a 45- 
degree angle to its axis. 


A GOOD collection will include 
the lavender Amethyst, with a leaf 
slightly cupped at the base; deep 
violet Blue Boy and Blue Boy Su- 
preme, with larger, but fewer, flow- 
ers than Blue Boy; Blue Girl— 
violet with variegated foliage; Du- 
Pont Pink—a true orchid bearing 
the largest flowers of any variety; 
lavender Neptune and shiny foliage, 
purplish below; pale, pinkish-lav- 
ender Orchid Beauty; dark lavender 
Sapphire; Pink Beauty, the nearest 
to true pink; violet-red Plum, show- 
ing a tendency to bicolor effect; and 
the floriferous White Lady. 

Successful culture is really simple. 
Care must first of all be regular. 
African-violets will thrive under 
quite opposite methods of care, es- 
pecially in the matter of watering. 
] will here set down A 10-POINT 
PROGRAM FOR HOUSE, not green- 
house, CULTURE. Altho it is not the 
only road to success, I outline it in 
detail because I have seen it result 
in constant bloom. 


1. Select VARIETIES according 
to your purpose: Amethyst, Blue 
Boy, Blue Girl, Pink Beauty, Plum, 
and White Lady produce a greater 
number of flowers, seven to nine per 
stem. Blue Boy Supreme and the 
two DuPonts, particularly the pink 
one, produce larger and handsomer 
individual blossoms with four to five 
on a stem. 


2. CONTAINERS: Use unpaint- 
ed or painted clay, glazed pots, or 
the flatter bulb pans which permit 
fine foliage development. Transfer 
plants to larger quarters, or divide 
them when feeding roots approach 
the sides of the container. African- 
violets do not bloom better when 
pot-bound, but are likely to be 
checked by this condition. An in- 
verted plant can be turned out 
without harm on the palm of the 
hand for examination. 


3. LOCATION: Place plants in a 
full light. It need not be sunny, altho 
several daily hours of sunshine thru 
a thin curtain will usually produce 
more flowers at one time. Leaves 
have a more yellow tinge when 
grown in too strong sunlight. 


4. TEMPERATURE: The best 
plants are usually grown at 70 to 72 
degrees. Warmth of less than 60 
degrees checks both growth and 
flowering. Heat above 75 degrees is 
often detrimental. 


5. HUMIDITY: In the fairly dry 
atmosphere of the average home, 
its best to set pans of water on 
radiators or place plants on pebble- 
filled trays or saucers with a con- 
stant supply of water for evapora- 
ion maintained in the lowest depths. 


6. WATERING: It is usually 
more convenient to water these 
thickly crowned plants with their 
spreading foliage from below. Top 
Watering is not harmful unless care- 
lessly done with moisture permitted

to lodge in the crown. To avoid leaf 
spotting, always use water of room 
temperature (by guess, not by ther- 
mometer). The maintenance of a 
barely moist soil condition seems 
advisable. The finest plants I know 
are watered daily. Water is poured 
into each saucer each morning, but 
no more than can be absorbed by 
early afternoon. Observation and 
experience dictate the amount. The 
weather, the size and kind of con- 
tainer, and the nature of the soil 
mixture are factors. The topsoil 
should always feel crumbly. 


7. POTTING: Supply somecrock- 
ing for drainage at the base of all but 
very small pots. In a 3- or 4-inch 
container, set one arching piece of 
crock over the drainage hole and fit 
two or three more above this before 
filling in soil. Finally, firm soil well 
around the crown of the plant. If 
mold develops on the surface, sus- 
pect overwatering. In any case, stir 
the surface soil gently with a fork 
about four times a year. 


8. REPOTTING: Plants which 
stop blooming immediately after 
their transference from greenhouse 
to dwelling are often benefited by a 
shift to the next size pot. Overlarge 
plants may be gently pulled apart 
and repotted separately in small 
containers. Or several small crowns 
may be spaced in one large pot if 
you like. 


9. SOIL and FERTILIZER: Pre- 
pare a light mixture: one-third each 
of average garden loam, sand, and 
humus, in the form of compost, peat- 
moss, or woods soil. Rotting leaves 
at the base of a privet hedge are an 
excellent source of humus. 

With such a soil mixture, extra 
plant food does not seem to me nec- 
essary. However, some growers con- 
sider that the regular addition of 
quite small amounts of plant food, 
particularly a complete fertilizer in 
solution, improves foliage tone and 
increases number and size of flow- 
ers. [Some growers recommend the 
addition of powdered charcoal and 
one teaspoon superphosphate to 
each 4-inch pot. Ed.] 


10. CLEANLINESS: In_ dusty 
places, brush plants gently about 
once a week with a soft brush. Plant 
tops may also be lightly syringed, if 
it is necessary, about once a month. 
Water must be of room temperature and 
foliage kept in the shade until dry. 

Under favorable conditions and 
with proper day-by-day care, pests 
and diseases will be rare.
